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Swing Toward the Courts Plan 


Recent recommendations by Emil 
Schram, President of the New York Stock 
Exchange, and by Thomas B. McCabe, 
Chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, 
follow almost exactly the recommenda- 
tions made in the Spring by Richard 
Courts, of Atlanta, in testimony before a 
Senate committee. Mr. Courts’ proposals 
won complete approval from such diverse 
political and economic forces and persons 
as Senators Claude Pepper and Walter F. 
George. 


Mr. Courts’ thesis was that the present 
tax laws are not hurting the man with 
wealth, since he is living on it and is not 
seeking to make more money, but less. 
What really is being hurt, said Mr. Courts, 
is the American system in which a man 
or men with an idea were willing to start 
out on their own labors, progress to where 
they could hire two or three employees, 
and all work together to become a large 
and more successful business. It is that 
sort of “enterprise” which built America 
and it is that sort of enterprise which cre- 
ates jobs. Contrary to the prevailing im- 
pressions, most Americans are not em- 
ployed in the huge, corporately owned fac- 
tories, but in smaller, service industries. 


The strength of our system is that per- 
sons who think they can strike out on their 
own and make a go of it have always been 
willing to back their ideas with what has 
come to be called “risk” or “venture” 
money. It was money they had saved or 


% 
money they had borrowed from a bank or 
a combination of both. 


Now, said Mr. Courts, people are afraid 
to take risks. That’s bad, he thinks, and so 
do we. Business will be stimulated and 
continue going forward if the millions of 
persons with money saved up can be led 
to invest it in business. 


It is exactly this idea which the Messrs. 
Schram and McCabe now advance. They 
agree with Mr. Courts’ thesis, that we can 
always have an expanding business and 
economy, with a growing number of jobs 
to supply a burgeoning national popula- 
tion, if we have tax laws which stimulate 
risk investment. 


In still another field is Mr. Courts’ plan 
being justified. There are indications the 
Government is about to become an im- 
porter of goods. In our last period of 
economic expansion we were that. After 
World War I we maintained buying for 
a while through more or less private 
loans to European business. Now, the Gov- 
ernment is doing most of it. Mr. Courts 
ieels now is the time to aid Britain and 
other countries by giving them huge orders 
for such items as we need for stockpiling 
and for use in public works, so they might 
be used without ever entering our own 
competitive markets. 


It is interesting to note this national 
Swing toward an economic plan which had 
its first national public presentation by an 
Atlanta businessman. 


Two Fine Health Achievements in Georgia 


Ordinarily, reports of health depart- 
ments, like those of most Government 
agencies, are pretty dull affairs. 


That is not true, however, of the an- 
nual reports of the Richmond and Dough- 
erty health units, which we have just re- 
ceived. Indeed, the health departments of 
these two wide-awake counties have 
achieved goals at which other Georgia 
counties—not excluding Fulton, Musco- 
gee, Bibb and Chatham—might well aim. 


In Richmond the babies are crying 
lustily. That, in fact, is the title of the 
Richmond County Health Department’s 
report for last year, “Our Babies Are 


Crying.” 


And in Dougherty, an intensified cam- 
paign last year touched more than 40,000 
persons, including approximately 24,500 
who were examined for tuberculosis and 
venereal disease. 


All normal babies cry. Dead babies 
don’t. In Richmond proportionately more 
babies are crying than in any other coun- 
ty in Georgia, or in the nation as a whole. 
The record of 10 stillbirths in Richmond 
per 1,000 live births contrasts sharply with 
27.8 for Bibb, 39.5 in Chatham, 23.8 in 
Fulton and 26.8 in Muscogee. Richmond’s 
record in this respect equals that of the 
Scandinavian countries, which have the 
world’s lowest rate. 


Surprisingly, Richmond has fewer 


stillbirths among the Negro population 
than among the white. There were last 
year 6.5 stillbirths per 1,000 live births 
among Negroes, while among whites the 
ratio was 11.9. 


Richmond also is lowest in infant mor- 
tality rates. And here again the rate 
among Negroes is lower than among 
whites. This would seem to refute the 
old argument that Georgia’s poor show- 
ing in these respects is due to the large 
Negro population. 


Richmond’s progress is not accidental. 
Ten years ago it had a stillbirth rate 
of 56.5, probably one of the highest in the 
country. We think the Health Depart- 
ment and the citizens of both Augusta and 
the county merit congratulations. 


That Dougherty citizens are firmly 
back of their Health Department is indi- 
cated by the fact that the county’s new 
health building is rated one of the finest 
in the country. And it was built entirely 
with county funds—not a nickel from the 
City of Albany, the State or Federal Gov- 
ernments went into its construction. 


That the department has justified this 
faith is indicated in the fine record of 
achievement—the VD-TB survey, sanita- 
tion work, which includes building septic 
tanks at cost; cancer control, maternal 
service, and a host of other helps to the 
people. 

Dougherty, too, has a right to be proud. 


GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 
Rep. Davis Upset By High Court Rulings 


WASHINGTON—Rep. James C. Davis, of the Atlanta District, himself a former Superior Court 
Judge, is disturbed by the growing tendency of the Supreme Court to hand down decisions which, 
he says, have the effect of usurping legislative functions of the Government. 


In a speech on the floor the other day he told 
the House that the high tribunal has rendered 
at least 30 decisions during the past 12 years, 
each of which overruled a previous decision of 
the Supreme Court. These 30 overruled deci- 
sios, he said, had stood for varying lengths of 
time, ranging from one year to 95 years. 


“In addition to the Court's action in di- 
rectly overruling established precedents,” 
Judge Davis declared, “substantial changes 
in the law were accomplished without over- 
ruling existing decisions, which action 
amounted to all intents and purposes to ju- 
dicial legislation.” 


The Georgia Congressman warned that “It 
is time for the bar of the nation to take note 
of this practice: it is time for Congress to take 
note of it, and time for the people to take heed.” 


The function of the judiciary, he reminded 
the House, “is to construe language which needs 
‘construction. It possesses no authority to paim 
off on the people, as the law of the land, the 
personal views and political philosophies of 
those who happen for the moment to constitute 
the personnel of the Court. Such action is di- 
rectly destructive of our efforts to maintain our 
Government as a Government of laws and not of 
men.” 


Judge Davis did not otherwise identify the 30 
decisions he referred to, but he placed in the 
Record a treatise on the same subject written 
by Prof. Richard C. Baker, of Drake University, 
as it appeared in the July issue of the American 
Bar Association’s Journal. In this article the 
author mentioned, as a type of the offending 
decisions, the recent Supreme Court ruling deal- 
ing with restrictive covenants directed primarily 
at Negroes. This is the decision (Shelley v. 
Kraemer) in which the Court threw out as in- 
valid clauses in realty titles prohibiting the trans- 
fer of the property to Negroes. 


What the Court did in this decision was to 
reverse a policy of long standing. In doing so 


” 


it relied on the due process clause as justifica- 
tion for its ruling. It is the contention of Judge 
Davis that the Court in this case slipped “into 
the judgment seat of the legislatures.” The ac- 
tion, he charges, smacks of making legislation and 
not of construing it. ” 


“Usurpation of legislative functions,” the 
Georgian went on to say, “is a practice which 
has been increasing with the judiciary in recent 
years. It is a practice which is in conflict with 
the basic principles upon which our system of 
Government was established. It presents a seri- 
ous threat to the methods devised by the found- 
ers of our Government to protect liberty and 
freedom through the proper functioning of three 
separate and independent departments of Gov- 
ernment—legislative, executive, and judicial.” 


As to the remedies that may be sought for 
the situation, Judge Davis admits that these may 
be hard to find. One that has been suggested 
is to deprive the Court of the power to pass 
upon the constitutionality of legislation, and let 
the legislative branch perform that function. 


Such a restriction on the Court, he con- 
cedes, would not be in keeping with our 
system of checks and balances; but then, he 
says, “neither is the usurpation of legisla- 
tive functions by the judiciary in keeping” 
with the same system. [If a plan of the 
kind were adopted, he believes it would be 
difficult, if not impossible, for Congress to 
reach more erroneous conclusions in inter- 
preting the Constitution “than some of those 
which have already been announced by the 
Supreme Court.” 


The encroachment is one which the Atlanta 
District Congressman believes may well engage 
the attention of the American bar. “An aroused 
bar,” he declares, “can do much toward requir- 
ing the Supreme Court to stay within its preper 
sphere, even though it may chafe with impa- 
tience at the somewhat slower approach of the 
millennium through constitutional channels.

To White House’ 


Washington is washing the nation’s dirty linen 

and “the dirt” is so -sordidly petty that one 

é almost wishes it had the lusty, dramatic quali- 

ties of the thieving which went on during and after our major 

wars, the War Between the States, the Spanish-American and the 
war we now call World War I. 


The stealing by administration men and their friends, the five 
percenters of the sixties and seventies, of those in places of in- 
fluence at the turn of the century, and the Teapot Dome and the 
najor scandals of the Harding administration, by no means in- 
volved deep freezers, priorities for perfume buyers, and contractors 
in munitions and housing. 

Our modern thieves are small-time. racketeers in comparison, 
and therefore, perhaps, more dangerous than the looters who took 
all there was in the till. The Vaughans and the five percenters 
can get away with their operations for a long time because they 
are small. The comparison of the termite is trite but apt. The 
facts would seem to be that we have, by the lessons in-the past, 
made it more difficult for the safecrackers but are "still very 
vulnerable to second-story men and prowlers on the loose looking 
for unlocked doors. 


Power Tied up in the whole package is the object lesson of 

the power of government. It was an apt coincident 
that last week Moscow allowed news to be sent out that the Krem- 
lin was cracking down with jail sentences and a few volleys by 
the firing squad on Soviet officials who had been caught taking 
cutbacks from the collective farmers and who also had indulged in 
stealing portions of various crops. Power is a disease which breaks 
out in a rash of the faces of all governments. 


National The story of Washington's five percenters is one 

which can be reduced down to the experiences of 
almost every county government, municipality, and State adminis- 
tration In the nation. Every county has its story of. roads built 
to favor some friend with a real estate development: of “favors” 
done in contracts. Each State has an almost annual investigation 
of highway contracts. The chairman of each State highway board 
usually manages to cover much of his home county with asphalt and 
concrete. There are always in circulation the stories of scandals in 
the purchasing departments, of roads built to certain farms, of 
fish ponds constructed and land graded “for friends.” Cities, too, 
have their similar stories. Every State legislative session has its 
horde of “influential” persons who earnestly seek to sell that in- 
fluence to any sort of person or agency who will pay for it. There 
are periods. when one is inclined to believe government is rotten 
from “the courthouse to the White House.” 


It seems to be a disease of our form of government, but for- 
tunately for us, it appears to be a form of government which always 
conquers the disease. The calamity howlers of this, and past gen- 
erations, have written and said the nation could not much longer 
endure. But here we are—with spotlight on the rascals. We 
always manage to turn it on—in time. 

We continue, perhaps because of a certain vigilance which, 
while by no means eternal, is at least acute enough to turn the 
spotlight on the rascals and, at times, to throw them out. 
Public The Truman Administration has been hurt by the reve- 

lations of sordid thievery, but the greatest harm which 
will come to it is from public. reaction it has allowed the power 
of government to be used in such a fashion. 

There has been much talk of Mr. Truman’s loyalty and the 
error of allowing this loyalty to keep Gen. Vaughan around the 
White House. We can understand that while a man is on trial 
he should not be adjudged guilty, but the thought occurs to us 
that loyalty, like everything else, works two ways. If Gen. 
Vaughan were loyal to President Truman he would have an- 
nounced. weeks ago that he would resign upon completion of the 
investigation. Even if he is guilty of nothing more than irrespon- 
sible dealings with men who had influence to sell and who also 
happened to be friends of his, his continued presence at the White 
House will be an affront to the people and especially those who 
supported the party in power. 

But, meanwhile, there is no indication the tree of our national 
strength is going to die. Indeed, the current spraying by the DDT 
of investigation seems to be having a good effect already. It 
always has.

A Visitor to Georgia The Constitution staff, for a month or 
more, a visiting newspaperman named Perry, in this country on an 
exchange basis. His own paper was the London (England) Times. 
Perry accompanied me on an.assignment which took us to a small 
Georgia city. We traveled in a rented car and passed through 
many small crossroads settlements. 


On the way home, after dark, the lighting system of the car 
went wrong and no one seemed able to fix it. It was dangerous 
driving, on a rainy night, on unpaved, red clay roads, without 
lights. We stopped at each little town or village, trying to find a 
mechanic who could repair it. A number of them got out of bed 
to serve us and did their best, although unsuccessfully. And Perry, 
the Englishman, later wrote in a story for the Times that the most 
impressive experience of his entire visit to America was the kind- 
ness and the unfailing good nature and friendliness of these Geor- 
gians of the smaller places. 


: : During a-lifetime which has taken 
Protective Reticence me to many places and many differ- 
ent sections and countries, I have become convinced that at least 
98 percent of the ordinary folks are friendly and neighborly. As 
I said earlier in this screed, the easy sociability varies, almost in 
exact ratio with the density of the population. A certain reticence 
and reserve in contact with strangers becomes natural to people 
who live in crowded cities, as a protective shield for necessary 
and proper.personal privacy. ¢ 

In the crowded cities, even in the more heavily populated rural 
areas, of England, individuals have. to act in a somewhat reserved 
manner for, if they did not, individual or family privacy would 
be impossible. That, actually, is the origin of, the basis of, the 
centuries-old repute of the English as a stiff, hard-to-get-to-know 
people. [t has now become traditional. 

It is similarly true in the bigger cities of this country. You have 
often heard it said how one may live in a New York apartment 
house for years and never know the names of those who live in 
the adjoining apartments. To varying extent, the same is true in 
Other cities, even in Atlanta. And it is undoubtedly true, in some 
degree, in any city even of the Midwest and West. You just have 
to respect the privacy of your neighbors, in the city, if you would 
ever know any privacy yourself. That doesn’t mean, though, you 
are not friendly and good-neighborly at every proper opportunity. 

For, as I said before, wherever you go, whether it be Georgia, 
the Midwest, the West, England, the Northern States, Canada, New 
York or anywhere, folks all contain the stuff of good neighbors 
and, below the surface, want to be friendly with everyone. It is 
only the circumstances of their antecedents and of their present 
mode of life which qualifies this characteristic.

But 
the one which really captures your imagination 
is the Yavari, which looks almost as big and 
which has been plowing back and forth on 
Titicaca since 1861. There were no railroads 
in those days and the Yavari was hauled a 
couple of hundred miles from the coast—over a 
terrain seldom lower than Pike’s Peak—by mule- 
back. 


The Titicaca steamers are operated by 
the Peruvian Corporation, a British firm 
which acquired them, the Peruvian Southern 
Railroad and the Guagqui to LaPaz Railway 
some years back by the simple expedient of 
agreeing to take over the Peruvian national 
debt. The Peruvian Southern is probably 
the highest long railroad in the world, more 
than 400 of its 536 miles of track being above 
10,000 feet. But the ascent is gentle and 
not nearly so likely to cause altitude sick- 
ness as that of the Central Railway from 
Lima to Oroya, which climbs 27 feet a min- 
ute until it reaches La Cima (The Summit) 
at 15,806 feet. The latter, incidentally. is 
not only the highest standard gauge rail- 
road in the world but also probably the only 
one which carries oxygen tanks and a phy- 
sician.

Positive Steps for Peace 


WASHINGTON—wWhile Congress haggles over military aid to Western Europe 
to supplement the recently ratified North Atlantic Treaty, other more hopeful 
things are happening in a positive way for peace beyond this defensive and 
negative—if necessary—program. Every so often it seems good to take account of 


these. 


What we are witnessing now is a psychological phenomenon. 


many weeks, in Congress, on guns, guns and more guns, both for our own defense and that of our 
associates in the North Atlantic Pact, has reacted significantly among our political leaders and our 


people. 

They are turning their attention, as not since 
the United Nations was created in San Francisco 
four years ago, to means of strengthening that 
organization so that it can carry out its original 
functions to preserve the peace. 


These include not only the primary essen- 
tial of world disarmament, removing the gun 
from any nations tempted to be bellicose, but 
also the lessening of those tensions and jeal- 
ousies that cause wars. These latter are en- 
gendered by lack of resources, inability to 
trade freely, shortage of food and the essen- 
tials as well as the comforts of life. 


The most immediate development in Congress 
is introduction by Sen. Smith, Republican, New 
Jersey, of a proposed amendment to the Foreign 
Military Aid Bill to restate “our fundamental 
American policy of world peace.” It declares that 
our policy continues to be for creation of a UN 
military force to keep the peace, as originally pre- 
scribed, and for agreement among nations to re- 
duce armaments “under adequate and dependable 
guarantee against violation.” The New Jersey 
Senator reflected what is in the minds of many 
millions of people when he said: 

“The amendments express my own anxiety, 
and that of many Americans, that in launching 
a great program of arms aid to foreign nations 
we may lose sight of our vital long-range peace- 
ful aims and find ourselves engaged instead in 
a gigantic armaments race.” 

In a forward look, he later added: 

“Although we are now obliged to fight this 
cold war, our supreme aim must be to bring it 
to a peaceful end. This cannot be done if our 


efforts are aimed solely at opposing and con- 
taining Russia through regional and other col-

lective arrangements. Ultimately the fate of 
America and the world depends on the success 
of the United Nations as a world organization 
including Russia and her satellites.” 

Another recent development, bearing closely 
on this objective, is the appointment of a special 
subcommittee on the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee to begin public hearings, beginning in 
the next session, on the numerous pending reso 
lutions looking to strengthening of the United 
Nations, most of them introduced since ratifl- 
cation of the North Atlantic Treaty. These range 
from creation of an Atlantic Union with a single 
parliament and joint defense system for Western 


European nations in the Atlantic Pact, with us | 
as a starter for eventual world union, to a decla- | 


ration that our foreign policy should be directed 
toward eventual world federation. 


Sen. Thomas, Democrat, Utah, Chairman 
of the subcommittee, pointed out that this 
was the same procedure adopted by the For- 
eign Relations Committee in public hearings 
before the end of the war which resulted in 
the declaration by Congress in favor of an 
international organization that developed 
soon thereafter in the United Nations. The 
Thomas subcommittee will provide a great 
forum looking to the next step. 


There is now going on in New York a confer- 
ence of scientists sponsored by the United Na- 
tions—over 400 of them from all parts of the 
world—to plan for an international conservation 
program to meet the problem of an increasing 
world population and the continuing waste of 
natural resources to support it. This is an acute 
problem whose magnitude and seriousness are 
too little recognized. «~

Alli I’ve got to do 
is leave the corks out of the jugs. Pretty soon 
the apple juice begins to bubble like champagne. 
At this stage of the game it actually is cham- 
Pagne, or at least it is the stuff the night clubs 
sold for bubbly water at $20 a bottle back in 
-prohibition days.

visit was less impressive to me than the obvious fact that this fine girl, this great historian and 
interpreter of a time before her time, was, like so many other of our best Americans, out of touch, 
uninformed of her own time of crisis in the United States. 


I was embarrassed by her great modesty. She 
had done me several favors, some of them in- 
volving research in her own records which were 
the materials of “Gone With the Wind,” and had 
written me long. detailed letters which must 
have taken much of her time. Not only that, 
but even at this length of time from the great 
acclaim, she was stil] a “celebrity” in the best 
sense of the word. Yet she thanked me for 
coming, hoped I wouldn't mind giving up this 
hour of an evening to answer her questions, and 
-was unmistakably unimpressed by her greatness 
among the members of a pretentious, precious, 
arty and affected set, the writers. 


Nothing in particular that she said that 
evening nor in a pilgrimage that I made to 
her home in Atlanta in the Spring of 1948 
expressed this noble humility and modesty. 
It was a total effect and impressive be- 
cause so many other professional book writ- 
ers and slick fictioneers had assumed ab- 
surd peculiarities to make themselves con- 
spicuous. They had joined fronts and mocked 
the ideals of this republic, knowing that in 
any emergency they wouldn't have the cour- 
age to go down with their nasty affecta- 
tions but would invoke the Constitution to 
protect them from its defenders. We have 
seen many examples of this these last two 
years. 


There is no reason why a person who has 
written a book or a series of magazine stories 
on European politics, a subject in which for the 
American trade, each posturing faker is his own 
authority, should throw in with the totalitari- 
ans of the New Deal or the Muscovites. But 
they do, partly, to be sure, because they are 
assured of a better press from the corrupt re- 
viewers of the book sections and thus of more 
success and income but as well because they are, 
as a class, cheap, vulgar, dishonest men and 
women. They are witty but low. 

Not much writing of the sordid book trade 
is art. The acclamations of trash over the last 
25 years prove that this commerce is almost 
altogether a miserable racket. Dirty-minded hacks 
have ground out dirty books with an eye to the 
Boston censership. The long campaign against 
the ideals of civilized conduct, and the restraints 
of decency in language and situation, has been 
profitable, although not, I should say, seriously 
effective. More people still are good than are 
rotten, notwithstanding the incitations of this 
frowsy horde, and this is proof they didn’t have 
what it takes to work revolutions. And no one 
is the worse for the work of Peggy Mitchell. 

She wrote only one book. Like a thousand 
others, I suppose, I asked her why she hadn't 
written more. Here was the obvious golden 
opportunity to cash in on one grand success if 
perhaps at a sacrifice of dignity and honest¥. 
A weak book under her name would have out- 
sold most of the other titles any year after her 
reputation was made. 

She didn’t get high-sounding on this point. 
She might write another. There was no hurry.

She had enjoyed 
for a while the sport of hopping onto plagiarists 
and making them disgorge, not that she was 
greedy, but because they were trying to take a 
crooked advantage of her. 

She certainly worried over the growth of 
totalitarianism in the United States and her feel- 
ing on the Roosevelt influence and myth was 
emphatic: But, as I have tried to say, she 
seemed to me to be just a layman, a reader of 
newspapers, not educated in the inner works of 
the betrayal] and merely indignant at an effect 
which she could feel as she felt the weather. 
The persons, the isms and the flagrancies of the 
historic scene through which she was living were 
as though she was seeing them dimly and out of 
focus in a cheap movie. In Atlanta, she was far 
from Washington where the more dramatic events 
had happened and there she lived under the 
influence of an unwise, emotional apologist, 
Ralph McGill, the Editor of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, an insensate Roosevelt lover who un- 
doubtedly has swayed many inferior minds with 
his adulation and deprived others. 

Fifty, eighty years from now, some Peggy 
Mitchell will see in perspective the debauchery 
of the United States by grafting, canting rascals 
of both sexes and all parties. I think she was 
groping for the story but that she couldn’t bring 
herself to believe that the developments of her 
own time were as tragic as the rape of the 
South and the fall of Atlanta. 


(Editor’s Note: We often get a bang out of 
some of Mr. Pégler’s strange obsessions, and 
this was no exception. Somehow, tt was not at 
all surprising to find him a little impatient 
even with Margaret Mitchell and using her 
death as a vehicle for rebuking the Roose- 
velts. We knew Miss Mitchell well enough 
to know she made up her own mind and was 
not swayed by anyone at all. One of her 
strengths was she was not swayed. Certain- 
ly she would not be swayed by the influence 
of an unwise, emotional Westbrook Pegler, an 
insensate Roosevelt-hater, whose column also 
appears in The Constitution and which, for 
all we know, may, too, have swayed and 
deprived inferior minds, but not Miss 
Mitchell's.)

With repeated instructions to “Hang up your clothes” 
and “Don’t lose your money,” the family left me at North 
Georgia College. 

For the first time in my life I was strictly on my own 
to do as I pleased, when I pleased.

MASQUERADING THE TRUTH 

When you find t impossible 
to defeat a contract on the mer 
ite Yof the cards that you actu 
ally hold, the only hope is that 
declarer may be induced to 
adopt a false theory about the 
hand and ride to his own de 
struction. The East of today’s 
hand realized that there was no 
honest way to prevent the ful- 
fillment of the slam contract, 
hut by inducing declarer to form 
a false picture of the distribu. 
tion. was able to defeat a con- 
tract that on its face appeared to 
be invincible 

The bidding is not a mode! of 
perfection. It leaves something 
to be desired in the way of a 
delicate touch. The contract of 
six spades is not a bad one and 
as a matter of fact, should be 
sought by tournament players 
who are interested in squeezing 
the last drop out of the hand. 
But at rubber bridge a contract 
of six diamonds would be jus‘ 
as acceptable No amount of 
trickery on the part of the de- 
fense could have prevented the 
fulfillment of such a contract. In 
fact, against a club or a heart 
opening a grand slam can be 
made in diamonds. 

West made the normal! lead of 
the king of clubs, and East real- 
‘jred that declarer must hold at 
least five spades to the king, 
queen, jack. The opening lead 
was obviously from the king, 
queen, and declarer was going to 
win the trick with the ace and 
probably attempt to ruff a club 
in dummy before extracting 
trumps. East played the jack of 
clubs on the first trick. Declar- 
er won and returned a club upon 
which East played the three 
West naturally continued with a 
third round of the suit and de 
clarer, convinced that East had 
started with only two clubs, 
ruffed with the ace in dummv to 
prevent an overruf! 

If the trumps were 3-2 the 
contract would still be fulfilled
